AN HISTORICAL TALE, °

It was one evening in the summer of the year 
1078, that the monks in the abbey of Cluny, in 
Frange, were surprised, about their customary 
howr-of locking their gates for the night, by the 
approach of an unusually numerous train of pil 
grims \owards their monastery.—The Benedict- 
ine Abbey of Cluny was at that period famed 
for its hospitality to travellers of every descrip- 
tion; and the brothers doubted not but that the 
company whom they beheld, were advancing 
to intreat shelter b@heath their roof, till the re- 
turn of day should again light them on their 
way. Their conjectures were just: the min- 
strels rang ‘at the gate, and asked admittance for 
the train whom they preceded ; and amongst 
whom, they informed the monks, were the Ear! 
and Couatess de Warren, the possessors of the 
sumptuous edifice of Castle-Acre, ia England. 

‘The gates of the abbey were immediately 
throwa open to the honourable visitors. The 
intelligence of their arrival having been con- 
veyed to the Abbot, he hastened to meet them 
on their entrance, and gave them bis welcome ; 
and as be passed through the hall for that pur- 


‘pose, he inquired of one of the minstrels wham 


he met in his way, whither their pilgrimage was 
directed ? 

‘lo Rome,” was the reply ; and ere time 
was given to the Abbot to take a tj inder, the 
Karland Countess had stepped upon the thresh- 
old. 

The countenaaces of the noble pair were both 
expressive of sentiments which prepossessed the 
Abbot in their favour; and with the most friend- 
ly salutations he led them into the refectory 
where a repast, suited to the profession in which 
they were engaged, was, with all expedition, 
placed before them, They partook of it feg@ly,

As the Abbot sat observing his guests, he be- 
held in the Earl, a man of full thirty years of 
age, tall of stature, his limbs firmly koit into 
evch other, and hs whole appearance muscular 
aud vigourous: his countenance was more ex- 
pressive than handsome; his hair of a dark 
hrown, his eyes corresponding with itin colour, 
and beaming with a quickness which declared 
them to hold communication with a mind of 
rense, and fervid feeling. 

‘Ihe Countess appeared ot least five years 
younger then her husband ; her form was slen- 
der and graceful, her person delicately beauti- 
ful; her light biae eyes shone with an angelic 
benevclence; and her deportment and language 
bespoke all that is virtuous and engaging in 
woman. 

When the Countess retired with her female

attendaats to rest, and the Abbot was leit alone 
with the Earl, he inquired of him, ** In gratitude 
for what benefit, he was performing bis present 
pilgrimage ?”—The Earl entered upon the sub- 
ject freely ; be ioformed the Abbot, that the 
Karl de Montalt, a nobleman whose territories 
lay in one of the adjoining counties to his owa, 
had been a joint suitor with himself for the haad 
of his wife; that the choice of the Countess had 
fallen on himself; but that her brother, the Ear! 
de Huntingfield, to whose guardianship she had

* You may easly imagine, holy father,”’ con- 
tinued the Earl, “ with what anxiety, hope, and 
apprehension, Montalt and myself both looked 
forward :o the day that was to render one of us 
| happy in the possession of the treasure for which 
hig soul panted, and the other miserable in 
having the anticipated cup of bliss dashed fos 
ever from his lips. On the evening previous to 
the appionted dey, I visited the shrine of my 
tutelar saint, aed kneeling before the altar of 
my faith, breathed a vow on Heaven’s attentive 
ear that if its iaterposing hand should deiga to 
bestow on me the blessings to which my hopes 
aspired, that, in proofof my gratitude, I would, 
jimmediaiely after the consummation of my 
|uptials, uadertake a pilgramage of thanks to 

Kome. 

*« The morning arose cheered by the enliv 
ening rays of the goldes sun. The spot ap- 
‘pointed forthe trial of strength between De 

Montalt and myself, was a ring marked out for 
us by barriers, in the centre of a lawn which lay 
before De Huntingfield’s castle. A prodigious 
concourse of spectators, who were assembled to 
behold our combat, added nerve, if possible, by 
their presence, to our endeavours, We entered 
the lists on horseback ; and, after riding around 
them some minutes, in silent expectation of the 
signal which was to oppose us to each other’s, 
«pear, it was sounded tous by a loud b'ast of the 
trumpet; and we turned our horses’ Leads to- 
wards each other, 

Fora considerable time we attacked each oth- 
er with equal success: at length I had the good 
fortune to vohorse my rival, aod utterly to van- 
quish him. My friends bai‘ed my triumph with 
their shouts; a tide of joy ran dancing through 
my veits; and I flew to throw myself at the 
feet of my beloved mistress, 

Meatalt was immediately conveyed to his own 
castle ; and, in the course of a few days, the 
Earl de Huntingfield bestowed on me the hand 
of his lovely sister. With united exultation, 
pride and love, I conducted home my adored 
bride; and, after some time had been spent in 
necessary entertainments, given in consequence 
of our marriage, | turned my thoughts towards 
the performance of the pilgrimage which | had 

















vowed; and my wife being informed of my de- 


jsigo, declared thet nothing bet my absolute 
‘command to the contrary, should prevail on her 
\t0 be separated from me for so great a length of 
jtime, aad that she would be the companion of 
my journey. I received this mark of ber affec- 
tiou with pleasure ; preparations were accord- 
jingly made for her accompanying me. We 
jhave now left kagiand six weeks, and have pro- 
ceeded thus far on our journey towards Rome.” 

The Abbot thanked de Warren for his com- 
munication; and they shortly afier retired to 
rest. 

The Earl had requested that himself and his 
train might be allowed to be present on the fol- 
lowing morning, before their departure, at the 
performance of mass, in the chapel of the ab- 
bey : accordingly, when that hour was ap- 
proaching, they were eummomed, by the direc. 
tion of the Abbot, fiom their chambers. The 
Karl was amongst the first wiho descended ; and 
as he was passing through the refectory, on his 
way to the chapel, he was alarmed by the sudden 
cry of one of the Countess’s women : he flew 
towards the spot from whence it had proceeded, 
and at the bottom ofa flight of stairs leading 
from the chamber where the Countess had slept 
jto the lower part of the building, he saw several 
of her attendants in the act of raising her from 
ithe ground. He hastily inquired what had hap- 
|pened ; and several voices replied at the same 
| time, that their lady’s foot had slipped at thet ip 
jof the stairs, and that she had fallea down them. 
}The Karl rashed forward, and snatching her 
|from her attendants, supported her in his own 
jarms. A deep groan, which burst from her lips, 
| bespoke her to beenduriag pain She was in- 
|mediately conveyed to the chamber which she 
had just before quitted, and being placed upon 
‘the hed, it was discovered that she had broken 
lher leg. 

Surgical assistance was procured with all pes- 
sible expedition ; and the fracture having been 
}set, every care and attention was paid to the 
jcomfort and ease of the sufferer. 

The Karl was an unremitting attendant at the 
bed-s.de of his wife ; and at the expiration of a 
few days, he received the assurance of her phry- 
sician, that there were no apprehensions to be 
eatertained of her perfect recovery. The Earl 
inquired how long it must in all probability be, 
ere the Countess would be able to pursue the 
pilgrimage with him; and was informed, that 
many months must elapse ere her limb could 
gain soflicient strength for an undertaking of 
that nature ; and that even at the distance of a 
year from the period at which her accident had 
taken place, it would be hazardous to her safety 
to attempt a journey of the kind, in character of 
a pilgrim, which must be perforitied on foot, . + 

On receiving this intelligence; de Warreg de. 
termined to pursue his pilyrimage unaccompa.- 
nied by his Countess, and to leave her during 
the necessary period of his absence, to the hos. 
pitality of the monks of Cluvy ; an accommoda- 
tion which bad already been offered to. him by 
the Abbot of the piace. He imparted his de. 
sign to his wife, who, conscious that she ceuld 
not at present be removed withont yreat hagard, 
and that she could be no where placed where

wards her than she had already received at the 
hands of the benevoleat monks, acquiesced 
warmly in his plan. Ina few days, accordingly, | 
the Earl re-commenced his journéy toward: 
Kiome ; an affectionate parting taking place be- 
tween him and the Countess previously tyhis de- 
parture ; and Lady de Warren oot omitting to, 
Cotreathim to return to her as quickly as the) 
religious office in which he was embarked would, 
permit himto do; and the Earl deciariog tet. 
cach day would seem an ‘aye till he beheld her, 
again. i 

Whilst the necessity of her case compelled 
the Countess to keep her chamber, her only 
companions were two faithfa! female artendants 
who had followed her from Englaud ; aad whose 
allection for her, codipensated fur their in-, 
feriority of birth and education. ‘When she was 
at length able to descend into the refectory,and, 
to be led into the gardens of the abbey, she de- 
rived much pleasare fiom the society of the Ab. 
bot, and from accidentally conversing with one 
of the monks of the order named Lanzo: this 
holy man wad remarkable fur the benevolence 
and gentleness of his beart.’ From a congeniality 
of disposition, the Couatess beheld him with 
particular esteem: and observing that she did 
sv, he fult a reciprocal pleasure in engaging ber 
allentiop. y . | 

Four months had rolled on since the Countess 
had become un iolifbitant of the Abbey of Cluny, 
audie as many more weeks her husband was 
expected to return to her from Rome; when 
oue evetting, an aotumnal shower, which de- 
scended in Leavy drops to the earth, compelling 
Ler to fly for shelter from the gardens where 
she was wandering, she had jast reached the 
great hall of the abbey, wheoa hasty knock at 
the ring upon the outer gate called the porter 
to his office; and the Countess beheld in the 
claimant for admission, a female of an interesting 
and melancholy appearance, whose age was, 
a! most nineteen, aad who carried in her arms, 
a lovely iufant of apparently about two years, 
old. 

In the humblest accents she entreated for that, 
shelter and hospitality, which, from her sup: | 
pliant tone, it did not appear that she was ac; 
quainted could not be denied to her; asa part) 
of the edifice she was entering, had been set 
apart for purposes ofa charuable nature by its 
founder, and a sum of money bequeathed by him 
towards their defraymeat.
